Irish feel fo r England. 
„That is stro ng langu age. 
Bu t 
if yo u had been a witness o f the 
“blo o dy Easter week rebellio n” o f 
1916—as I was—and 
had 
seen 
o ther phases o f the strife in that 
tu m u ltu o u s perio d—as I did—then 
yo u wo u ld u nderstand. The spirit 
o f Independence flames fiercely in 
Eire, and the memo ries o f her 
citizens are lo ng. 
I ran into a striking illu stratio n 
o f this the last time I was in Du b­ 
lin. 
I was o u t to take pictu res o f 
so me o f the o ld bu ildings o f the 
capital, and waned to inclu de the 
Ho u se o f Parliam ent. 
That was 
difficu lt becau se a hu ge statu e o f 
^o ld Qu een Victo ria sto o d right in 
fro nt o f the stru ctu re and all bu t 
cu t o ff the fro nt view. 
I had 
finally taken a co u ple o f pictu res 
w hen a u nifo rm ed o fficer came u p 
aid said: 
Surprised 
“We can’t have a pictu re o f the 
P arliam ent bu ilding taken with 
the Qu een in fro nt o f it.” 
“W ell,” I rem arked, as I to o k 
ano ther lo o k at the famo u s qu een 
who had been dead half a centu ry, 
“I knew the feeling here against 
England was bitter, bu t I didn't 
su ppo se it was this bad.” 
The o fficer du cked his head, by 
way 
o f hu m o ro u s 
ackno wledg­ 
m ent th at my co mment had reg­ 
istered, bu t he carried away the 
film which I had handed him. 
Of co u rse, w ithin a few m inu tes 
a go vernm ent o fficial telepho ned 
m a at my ho tel and apo lo gized 
pro fu sely fo r the incident. 
My 
film was retu rned. 
Bu t the feel­ 
ing which cau sed the incident re­ 
m ained u nchanged. 
Little Between Them 
The 
o nly 
tie 
rem aining be­ 
tw een England and Eire is an act 
which allo ws the British King to 
accredit Eires representatives in 
fo reign co u ntries and to sign in­ 
ternatio nal 
agreements. 
That’s 
isn’t mu ch o f a bo nd, bu t Mr. Co s­ 
tello ’s bill will cu t even that, if 
passed by parliam ent. 
The gain will be abso lu te so v­ 
ereignty w itho u t any semblance o f 
attachm ent to the British cro wn 
And if there is any lo ss invo lved, 
Eire will be glad to take it. 
The 
pro spects are that there may be 
so me. 
Fo r exam ple, the 
citizens 
o f 
Eire who are in England have the 
rights o f British citizens, and the 
same is tru e in all the British Do ­ 
minio ns. 
Presu m ably the peo ple 
o f Eire will be deprived o f this 
right. F u rther, Eire no w gets im­ 
perial preferences and advantages 
in trade o ver fo reign natio ns. 
Expect New Treaty 
Ho wever, the chances seem fair 
tha t B ritain will try to wo rk o u t 
a scheme to o verco me these diffi­ 
cu lties and co ntinu e to give Eire

Prim e 
M inister 
Co stello 
has

him self in favo r o f clo se asso cia­ 
tio n between his co u ntry and the

British Co mmo nwealth leaders 
in Paris predict that

Co stello bill has beco me law B rit­ 
ain and Eire will start nego tiating

Comments On 
Price Trends 


Some Indication 
Of Weakness As 
To Inflation 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 23 —(J Pi_ _ 
The Federal Reserve Board said 
Monday mght there were some 
grounds for the view that infla­ 
tionary forces are getting weaker. 
It cited the declining of gome 
prices in recent months. 
But it warned that similar ap­ 
praisals of the situation in the 
spring of 19 47 and the opening 
months of this y ear had turned 
out to be wrong. 
Furthermore, it said, “ many of 
the underly ing forces operating to 
bring about further advances af­ 
ter those periods are still present.** 
Especially cited as inflationary 
iorces 
of uncertain magnitude” 
were the military and foreign aid 
programs, ex panding “ in the face 
of the continued state of inter­ 
national tensibn ” 
These comments appeared in an 
analy sis of “ ex penditures and in­ 
comes in the post war period” in 
the November "ederal 
Reserve 
bulletin. 
The Commerce department, in 
its November “ survey of current 
busmess,” 
observed 
meanwhile 
that October had shown “ a slight 
f e lin e in the 
average of 
all 
wholesale prices for the first time 
since February .” 
Decreased Then Moved Up 
Federal Reserve analy sis 
said the consumer price index , 
after 
decreasing 
moderately 
in 
February and March, moved up 
steadily 
until 
August, but has 
declined since then until, in Oc­ 
tober, “ it was moderately above 
its J anuary level.” 
Discussing price tendencies, the 
bulletin said: 
“ Strong upward pressures have 
been ex erted by persistent short­ 
ages of metals and some other 
products, by rising transportation 
costs, and by wage increases. 
Prices of iron and steel, non- 
ferrous metals, farm machinery , 
automobiles and other metal pro­ 
ducts have advanced even more 
sharply this y ear than in 19 47 . 
On the other hand, the supply 
of many goods is now in better 
balance with demand at current 
prices than at any time since be­ 
fore the war.” 
Ot]}er highlight observations in 
the Federal Reserve article: 
Personal savings—a slight in­ 
crease during the last y ear in the 
proportion of money saved out of 
after-tax income “ suggests that 
the 
inflationary 
role play ed by 
consumption ex penditures in the 
early post war period is being 
moderated.” 
Personal 
income—since 
19 39 , 
total 
wage and salary receipts 
(like the total of all personal in­ 
come) have almost tripled: income 
of 
farm 
owners, 
professional 
workers and owners of unincor­ 
porated 
business 
has 
roughly 
ouadrupled, 
as 
have 
corporate 
profits after tax es alhtugh corpor­ 
ation 
dividend pay ments “ have 
only doubled” because more earn­ 
ings have been plowed back into 
business. 
Housing—a decline in the num­ 
ber of new house starts in recent 
months to levels below last y ear 
“ suggests resistance on the part of 
buy ers to current high prices.”

For a smaller Thank sg iv ing cost 
for a smaller family , buy and 
roast a half turk ey . Many g rocers 
and meat dealers feature them. 
Cut in half leng thwise, they g iv e 
a g ood selection of white and 
dark meat, a wung , thig h, leg and 
breast. 
The half turk ey will look at­ 
tractiv e on the platter, g arnished 
with canned pear or peach halv es 
filled with cranberry jelly . 
To prepare and roast y our half 
turk ey , follow these instructions 
from the Poultry and Eg g Na­ 
tional Board: 
1. Preparation: Rub cav ity (cut 
side) with salt (Vg teaspoon per 
pound of bird). 
Shewer sk in to^ 
breast meat. 
Tie 
leg just abov e 
the k nuck le joint securely to tail, 
2. Ready for Ov en: Place tur­ 
k ey , cut side down, on a rack in 
a shallow pan. 
Brush bird with 
melted fat and cov er with fat- 
moistened cheesecloth. 
Roast in 
pre-heated ov en set at 325 deg rees 
F. Allow about 25 to 30 minutes 
per pound.

amounts sufficient to be of 
economic sig nificance.” 
W eather studierw ill continue at 
the Air Force ex perim ental sta­ 
tion at Wilming ton, Ohio, where 
the tests were conducted, the of­ 
ficial said. He denied reports the 
station would move. 
The Arm y and Navy are w ork­ 
ing jointly with General Electric 
scientists on a small dry ice pro­ 
ject. The purpose of this study , 
it was emphasized by both serv­ 
ices, is not to cause rain or any ­ 
thing else, but to learn as much 
as possible about clouds.

sheep was lig hter than usual this 
y ear because dry fields retarded 
wheat g rowth. 
The big g est loss was ex pected 
east of here in Thomas county , 
where 
7 0,000 to 
100.000 
shoep 
were located. There was an un­ 
confirmed report that 50 per cent 
of a flock of 11,000 was lost in 
that county . 
Sherm an county had about 12,- 
000 sheep and 20,000 cattle before 
the storm. Perry Gaskill of Good- 
land, pasturing 5,000 sheep, said 
today 
his losses would run 25 
per cent. A nephew of Gaskill. 
in Chey enne county north of here 
was a heavier loser, it was re­ 
ported. 
The sheep g enerally piled up, 
or went down when their fleece 
became loaded with snow, and the 
7 5 -mile g ale covered them with 
drifts.
